We may very well be approaching a springtime that could 
rend this nation apart, tearing the very fabric of America. 


But, will this happen? 
The killing of a leader in the civil rights movement was 
catastrophic, and we can only hope Dr. King’s murderer 
will find swift and fatal justice— but does this mean that 
Americans— both white and black— must panic, giving 
vent to all of the emotions of vengeance, looting, arson, 
pilferage and death?

remo v es fro m the American scene the fo remo st adv o ­ 
cate o f no nv io lence in the cmsade fo r racial equality . 
Ty pify ing the thinking o f respo nsible Negro civ il 
rights leadci-s, Dr. King wo rked hard fo r equal rights 


and o ppo rt uni ties fo r millio ns o f Americans who lo o ked 
up to him as their pro phet. 
The No liel Peace Prize winner to gether with o ther 
pro minent Negro es endeav o red to secure so mething 
better fo r his peo ple than they had kno wn during the 
century since the Emancipatio n Pro clamatio n. And in 


his dedicatio n to no nv io lence he was caught between 
w hite and Negro ex tremists as racial tensio ns erupted 


into ai-so n, gunfire and lo o ting in v ario us sectio ns 
o f the co untry . 
We deplo re the murder o f Dr. King, who se elo ­ 
quence o f appeal to keep the no nv io lent spirit and to 
fo ster reaso n and peaceful bi'o therho o d rarely was 
matched in o ur time. 
The status o f the Negro in America will no t, be 
impio v ed by inciting rio ts and the o utbreaks o f v io ­ 


lence. which o nly will desecrate the name o f Dr. King. 
Bi**aking federal, state and lo cal laws will no t help 
the Negro o btain his rightful place in America. Such 
actio ns will pro v e to be self-defeating. Mo re pro gress 
will l>e made to ward remo v ing discriminatio n if rio ts, 
lo o ting and diso rders are eliminated. 
Ano ther civ il rights leader will rise 
to carry o ut 
Dr. King’s co ncept that we need an alternativ e to rio ts 
and no nv io lence as o ur mo st impo rtant weapo n. With

An o pen manifestatio n o f lo v e by the fo llo wers o f 
this man who met death at the hands o f an assassin 
in Memphis and a fitting tribute to his memo ry wo uld 
be gro ater zeal and enthusiasm to end lawlessness, 
w hich canno t he ('o ndo ned.

Fo r reaso ns that co nfo und the public, President 
Jo hnso n and his Department o f Justice o ppo se wire­ 
tapping and bugging by law enfo rcement o fficers ex ­ 
cept in natio nal security cases. 
Since the Supreme Co urt has also ruled against 
them, Co ngress is the last place where law enfo ro e- 
ment o fficers may turn fo r at least an ev en chance 
with criminals in detecting and thwarting serio us 
crime. 
Ho w much adv antage criminals hav e in using the 
electro nic techno lo gy was illustrated recently in a 
bank ro bbery o n Lo ng Island. Their up-to -date equip­ 
ment included a i>o liee radio . By listening in o n the 
alai-m the po lice department sent, it enabled them to 
ro b a bank and get away befo re the arriv al o f the 
po lice. 
An alaimed Co ngress has set o ut to do so mething 
alx >ut this. The Senate Judiciary Co mmittee reco m­ 
mended a hill that wo uld autho rize wiro tapping and 
electro nic bugging under strict co urt superv isio n in in­ 
v estigatio ns o f such crimes as murder, bribery , ex to r­ 
tio n, rape and ro bbery , amo ng o ther majo r crimes. 
The lawmen sho uld be at least as well equipped as 
the criminals they are hired to suppress.

v o tes in the states co uld Effect the o utco me. In 1 96 0 , 
fo r instance. Richard M. Nix o n wo uld hav e wo n the 
Presidency . 
He wo n mo re states and co ngressio nal 
districts than Jo hn F. Kennedy , who wo n the unit 
v o tes o f larger states with greater electo ral v o tes. 
There is time this spring fo r a decisio n fro m the 
Supreme Co urt which enunciated the o ne-man, o ne 
v o te do ctrine to ex tend it to the highest o ffice in the

Bu t they can pu t 
their holdin gs in the n am es of 
their wiv es, who, in tu rn , are 
free to accept min k coats an d 
deep freezes withou t makin g 
ev en 
a 
secret 
disclosu re. 
Thu s, the Sen ate has left the 
door wide open for a repeti­ 
tion 
of 
the 
min k-coat 
an d 
deep freeze 
scan dals of the 
Tru m an admin istration . 
3. The secret-disclosu re pro­ 
v ision requ ires Sen ators to re­ 
port all legal fees abov e $1,000. 
Bu t there is n othin g to pre­ 
v en t a Sen ator from accept­ 
in g. withou t disclosu re, all the 
$9 9 9 fees he can stash away .

Typifying the thinking of responsible Negro civil 


rights leaden. Dr. King worked haiti for equal rights 


and ojvport uni ties for millions of Americans who looked 
up to him as their prophet. 


The Nol>e! Peace Prize winner together with other 


prominent Negroes endeavored to secure something 


better for his people than they had known during the 


century since the Emancipation Proclamation. And in 


his dedication to nonviolence he was caught between 


white and Negro extremists as racial tensions enjpted 


into ai>on, gunfire and looting in various sections 
of the country. 


We deplore tile murder of Dr. King, whose elo­ 


quence of appeal to keep the nonviolent spirit and to 
foster reason and jieaceful bi-otherhood rarely was 


matched in our time. 


The status of the Negro in America will not be 


impioved by inciting riots ami the outbreaks of vio­ 


lence. which only will desecrate the name of Dr. King. 


B ilk in g federal, state and local laws will not help 


the Negro obtain his rightful plate in America, Such 
actions will pi-ove to be self-defeating. Moie piogress 
w ill Ive made toward removing discrimination if riots, 
looting and disorders are eliminated. 
Another civil rights leader will nae 
to carry out 
Dr. King’s concept that we need an alternative to riots 
and nonviolence as our most important weapon. With 
disciplined 
demonstrations 
theie

further 
progress in the civil rights movement. 
An open manifestation of love by the follow er of 
this man who met death at the hands of an assassin 
in Memphis and a fitting tribute to his memory would 
he gloater zeal and enthusiasm to end lawlessness, 
whic h cannot he condoned. 


Give ’Em an Even Chance 


For reasons that confound the public, President 
Johnson and his Deisirtment of Justice oppose wire­ 
tapping and bugging by law enforcement officers ex­ 
cept in national security cases. 
Since the Supm ne Court has also ruled against 
them, Congress is the last place where law enfoi’ce- 
ment officers may turn for at least an even chance 
with criminals in detecting and thwarting serious 
clime. 
How much advantage criminals have in using the 
electronic technology was illustrated recently in a 
hank robbery on Ix>ng Wand. Their up-to-date equip­ 
ment included a police radio. By listening in on the 
alarm the police department sent, it enabled them to 
roll a bank and get away before the arrival of the 
police. 
An alanned Congress has set out to do something 
alroot this. 'Hie Senate Judiciary Committee recom­ 
mended a hill that would authorize w h a p p in g and 
electronic bugging under strict court supervision in in­ 
vestigations of such crimes as murder, bribery, extor­ 
tion. rajie and robbery, among other major climes. 
Tile lawmen should lie at least as well equipt*»d as 
the criminals they are hired to suppress. 


Split E lectors 


The closest plan yet env isioned to the popular elec­ 
tion of the President lias l*vn launched by citizens 
repie-entm g each of Virginias congressional districts. 
The> are attacking the w inner-take-all system of elect­ 
ing Presidential electors by states on the ground that 
violates the one-man one-vote doctrine. 
Virginia is one of twelve states in which the voters 
cast their ballots for as many candidates for the Elec­ 
tor College as the state has electoral votes. The suit 
would bar the state from using the unit rule system 
that gives all of a state’s electoral votes to the candi­ 
date who wins a plurality of the states i>opular votes. 
Instead, the suit asks that the electors be chosen 
from the state's congressional districts, not from the 
state at large. Each presidential elector would then 
cast his vote independently of the others. Voters would 
vote for three candidates for the Electoral College, 
one for their district and two at large, representing 
the two votes given each state for its two senators. 
Should the Supreme Court agree, the whole elec­ 
toral system would lie changed. 
Dividing electoral 
votes in the states could affect the outcome. In 1960, 
for iastance. Richard M. Nixon would have won the 
Pi^esidency. 
He won molt* states and congressional 
districts than John F. Kennedy, who won the unit 
votes of larger states with greater electoral votes. 
There is time this spring for a decision from the 
Supreme Court which enunciated the one-man, onf 
vote doctrine to extend it to the highest office in the 
land.

Shaw on a charge of conspir­

As Jim 
Garrison knows, the policy of 
the CIA in the face of libel is 
silence.

GARRISON: "Most of those 
who were doing the shooting 
were Cubans . . . supervised 
by lower echelon CIA agents."

John F. Kennedy had 
sought to bring this country 
to the brink of peace and. as

There is nothing in the pub­ 
lic or private papers of JFK, 
or the recollections of his ad­ 
visors. to show that his atti­ 
tude of unalterable opposition 
to Communist 
C h i n a 
had 
changed. Far from reaching a 
relaxing of tensions with Cuba, 
Kennedy's policy w as to iso­ 
late Castro as much as possi­ 
ble from the world, and starve 
him to his knees.

Drew Pearson Says 


Senate Code of Ethics Is 
Product Riddled With Loopholes 


W A S H I N G T O N - On 
the 
question 
of ethnic con­ 
duct. the Senate of the United 
States has laid an egg. For 
two years its austere and dig 
nified m em bers have labored 
mightily over drafting a code 
of conduct, and in the end 
they've brought forth a prod 
uct riddled with loopholes. It 
m akes the code drafted by 
Rep. Melvin Price. D.-Ill., for 
the House of Representatives 
look like the Ten Command­ 
ments. 
Now that we have a partial 
bombing 
pause 
over 
North 
Vietnam to examine 
peace, 
this might be a good time to 
take 
a 
partial 
Presidential 
jockeying 
pause to examine 
ethical conduct. 
The real truth is that the 
Senate never had much stom­ 
ach for policing itself. As a 
result, 
there 
was 
a 
lot 
of 
inner indignation over the idea 
of submitting Senate integrity 
to outside inspection. Senators 
always operated on the as­ 
sumption 
that 
all 
of 
them 
were honorable men. It was 
the House of Representatives, 
which had to go hat in hand 
to 
collect 
campaign 
funds 
every two years, that should 
be looked upon with suspicion. 
However, when Bobby Baker, 
the Senate Secretary, made 
headlines over influence ped­ 
dling. 
and Sen. 
Tom 
Dodd. 
D Conn., was finally censured. 
Senate elders felt the need to 
quiet the public storm that 
followed. 
The code which they adopted 
may read well on paper, but 
here is a careful diagnosis of 
what it actually contains: 
The Loopholes 
1. It permits "slush funds" 
of the sort that Richard Nixon 
made famous. As a Senator. 
Nixon hit up California busi­ 
nessmen for contributions to 
help 
pay 
his 
personal 
ex­ 
penses. t h e total was $18,000. 
and the public outcry almost 
forced Nixon off the Repub 
bean ticket in 1952. Had it not 
been for a dramatic TV broad­ 
cast. 
he 
would 
have 
been 
dropped. Now. however, the 
Senate has legitimatized sim ­ 
ilar Nixon funds. 
2. Under the code. Senators 
must 
file 
sealed 
reports of 
their outside income, gifts and 
holdings. 
But they can put 
their holdings in the names of 
their wives, who. in turn, are 
free to accept mink coats and 
deep freezes without making 
even 
a 
secret 
disclosure. 
Thus, the Senate has left the 
door wide open for a repeti­ 
tion 
of 
the 
mink coat 
and 
deep freeze 
scandals 
of the 
Truman administration. 
I. The secret-disclosure pro­ 
vision requires Senators to re­ 
port all legal fees above 11.000. 
But there is nothing to pre­ 
vent a Senator from accept­ 
ing. without disclosure, all the 
$999 fees he can stash away. 


Presumably, he could even ac­ 
cept 
several 
separate 
$99" 
payments 
from 
the 
same 
client, provided that they were 
billed for different services. 
4. Under the code. Senators 
and their aides would not be 
required to disclose contribu­ 
tions or honorariums receiv ed. 
if they were under $100. This 
would legitimatize the prac­ 
tice of Bernard Goldfine. of 
vicuna coat scandal fame, who 
passed out $100 contributions 
to Senate friends. 
finally, the Senate rejected 
for the third time in a year a 
move to require full public 
disclosure of outside income 
and holdings. This was despite 
the fact that transgressions of 
Baker and Dodd have drama 
tized the need for turning the 
sunlight on the shady side of 
Capitol Hill. 
Senators have a tendency to 
look upon them selves as dis 
tinct from lesser human be­ 
ings. This was expressed by 
the Senate Ethics Committee. 
which declared in its official 
report: "A Senator is extended 
an extraordinary measure of 
trust 
and 
confidence 
not 
given to ordinary members of 
society." 
Dodd's Staff Sacrificed 
It was embarrassing to dis 
cover that a member in good 
standing. Sen. Tom Dodd, had 
been guilty of improprieties. 
But 
the 
unwritten 
code 
is 
more binding in the Senate 
than any that has been writ 
ten. Thus the Senators ignored 
the 
more 
serious 
charges 
against Dodd, rapped him on 
the knuckles for bringing dis­ 
grace upon them, but left him 
in the chairmanship of the 
Senate Juvenile Delinquency 
Subcommittee as the Senate's 
model to the youth of America. 
Dodd’s former administra­ 
tive assistant. 
James Boyd. 
has written a book providing 
the most revealing glimpse of 
the Senate’s double standard. 
The book. "Above the Law." 
is fascinating reading. 
"A flock of United States 
Senators." wrote Boyd. "sat 
unmoved over a fellow Sen­ 
ator's private pocketing of a 
quarter of a million dollars 
in political funds, but rose to 
gusty 
heights 
of 
invective 
against 
the 
four 
employes 
who 
violated 
‘positions 
of 
trust* by exposing that trans 
action . . . . 
"Our 
gravest 
disclosures 
were hidden from view. We 
were at length driven into re 
curring unemployment, black­ 
listed from government ser­ 
vice. and officially denounced 
by the Senate—reprisals that 
are meaningful not for their 
harm to us but for the effect 
In 
intimidating other public 
emploves who might one day 
have followed our lead " 
Only one S e n a t o r , the 
gnarled, puckish George Aiken 
of Vermont, had the courage 
to defy the club spirit. He told 


the truth about the new code 
of ethics when he snorted: 
••I will not be a party to 
the perpetrating of a fraud 
upon the American people by 
making them think we are 
trying 
to 
purify 
ourselves. 
when we are really making 
ourselves look worse. 
After 40 years in verm ont 
politics, the state road in front 
of Aiken's m o d e s t Putney 
farm house remains unpaved. 
Clearly, 
the 
Senate 
needs 
more men like George Aiken, 
which is something the voters 
can remedy in November. 
L B J a nd H H H 
AFL-CIO President George 
M eany has made a personal 
a p p e a l 
to Vice President 
H um phrey to plunge into the 
P residential s c r a m b l e . If 
H um phrey w ill become a can­ 
didate. M eany promised him 
the full support of organized 
labor. 
M eany a approach was fo l­ 
low ed up by phone calls from 
several 
union 
leaders, 
w ho 
a d d e d 
t h e i r 
individual 
pledges. 
Several 
governors, 
inclu­ 
ding Buford Ellington of T en ­ 
nessee. William Guy of North 
Dakota, and Calvin Hampton 
of Utah, have also urged the 
V ice P resident to run. 
President Johnson, however, 
did not make an im mediate 
commitment 
to support his 
Vice President. On earlier o c­ 
casions. 
the 
President 
had 
spoken to Humphrey about his 
intention to retire, and had 
vowed to use his influence at 
the Democratic convention to 
get the nomination for H u m ­ 
phrey. The Vice President had 
always responded by urging 
Johnson not to retire.

The Airmen and Restaurantmen meet at 8 :4% the 
second game of a double header that pits second-seeded 
DeMicco Motors against the Arlington Friars.

About an hour's drive from Kingston those in sm rrh 
of the p&st will find a sm all self-reliant world that m ost 
Of us rv»*\er knew. Here you can get acquainted w ith a gen­ 
eration that m anaged somehow w ithout television, autom obiles 
and shopping centers. We refer, of course, to the M useum 
Village of Sm ith’s ('love in the peaceful green hills of tfve 
Riima|>o Valley, located a mile vva'st of Monroe, New York. 
Sm .th's ('love is a nineteenth century crossroads village 
brought back to life: homes, one-room school house, sm ithy, 
vv agonm aker’s, boot-m aker’s, broom m nker’s, cooperage, cider 
mill, apothecary — everything that the com m unity needed 
and created for itself. The Museum attem p ts to show the de­ 
velopment of a village from the Age of Hom espun to the Age 
of C raftsm en and eventually to the A m erican Age of Indus- 
t I V 
T hirty-seven buildings are arranged as environm ents for 
dem onstration and display of txils, utensils and m achines. 
D uring the season, craftsm en dem onstrate crafts of the nine­ 
teenth century in pottery, weaving, blacksm ithing, candlem ak- 
ing, tin-sm ithing and bi-oommaking. On weekends the crafts are 
expanded to include tak in g in the D utch Oven and in season, 
cider m aking and soap m aking. 
T he V illage G reen 
Some of the buildings ringing the green — like the Txvg 
Cabin, are originals transported bxlily fixxn tlieir old loca­ 
tions. O thers are faithful reproductions. At one end of the 
green is a sm all cannon w here youngsters love to porch and 
beyond it is tlie firehouse filled with hand pum pers, steam 
pim p ers, brass hose and leather hose, hose carts and leath er 
buckets. 
Inside the buildings you’ll find people at work ait hand­ 
crafts tta t are now all but forgotten. 
Beyond the double doors of Byron H elium ’s B lacksm ith 


Shop, the flames leap high in the forge as the braw ny sm ith 
shapes the hot iron on his anvil. Behind him is the ox st ick 
with belly straps to hold the anim al up while being shod.

The C harles Vernon Apothecary Chop, uprooted a few 
years ago from it’s location in Florida, New York, the patent 
medicines, glass w are ami soda fountain, arc just as they w ere 
a century ago. 
Old General Store 
Across the green is the M erritt G eneral Store. You w onder 
at this strange profusion of m erchandise: a hard cone of 
sugar, undisturbed for a century; blocks of soap, lam p chim ­ 
neys. buggy whips, thread cases and bolt* of cloth on the 
shelf. The pot bellied stove and a cracker barrel. 
The livery stable w ith fancy carriages and harness. The 
farm sheds w ith im plem ents of other days. A cider mill from 
Verm ont w ith its 18 inch square tim bers on a three ton 
gran ite base. The Friends Meeting House and the little red 
railroad depjt.

About an hour’s drive from Kingston those in search 
of the jmst will find a small self-reliant world that most 
of os ne\er knew. Here ytxi can get acquainted with a gen­ 
eration that managed somehow without television, automobiles 
and shopping centers. We refer, of course, to th*' Museum 
Village of Smith's Clove in the peaceful green hills of the 
ftam 
a Valley, located a mile west of Monroe, New York. 
Smith’s Clove i.s a nineteenth century crossroads village 
brought back to life: homes, one-loom schoolhouse, smithy, 
w agonmakcr’s, boot-maker’s, broommaker’*, coolie rage, cider 
mill, apothecary — everything that the community needed 
and created for itself. The Museum attem pts to show the de­ 
velopment of a village from the Age of Homespun to the Age 
of C'raftsmen and eventually to the American Age of Indus­ 
try. 
Thirty-seven buildings are arranged as environments for 
demonstration and display of tools, utensils ami machines. 
During the season, craftsmen demonstrate crafts of the nine­ 
teenth century in pottery, weaving, blacksmithing, candlemak­ 
ing, tin-smithing and broommaking. On weekends the crafts are 
expanded to include baking in the Dutch Oven and in season, 
cider making ami soap making. 
T h e V illage G reen 
5!onv of the buildings ringing the green — like tile l/>g 
Cabin, are originals transported biddy from their old loca­ 
tions. Others are faithful reproductions. At one end of the 
green is a small cannon where youngsters love to perch and 
beyond it is tile firehouse filled with hand pumpers, steam 
pumpers, brass hose and leather hose, hose carts ami leather 
bucket*. 
Inside the buildings you'll find people at work ait hand­ 
crafts tivat are now all but forgotten. 
Beyond the double doors of Byron Kellum's Blacksmith 


Shop, Hie flames leap high in the forge as the brawny smith 
shapes tho hot iron on his anvil. Behind him is the ox st x*k 
with belly straps to hold tho animal up while being shod. 
An ox you learn, can't remain standing with only three feet 
an the ground. 
The Charles Vernon Apothecary Chop, uprooted a few 
years ago from it’s location in Florida, New York, the patent 
medicines, glass ware and s<xla fountain, are just as they were 
a century ago. 
Old General Store 
Across the green i.s tho Merritt General Store. You wonder 
at this strange profusion of merchandise: a hard cone of 
sugar, undisturbed for a century: blocks of soap, lamp chim­ 
neys, buggy whips, thread cases and b>ltx of cloth on the 
shelf. 'I'he [x>t bellied stove and a cracker barrel. 
Tile livery stable with fancy carriages and harness. The 
farm sheds with implements of other days. A cider mill from 
Vermont with its IS inch square timbers on a three ton 
granite base. The Friends Meeting House and the little red 
railroad dep.it. 
It is estimated that there are at least 100.000 items in the 
collection of the Museum including toys, fire engines, guns, 
glassware, tools, musical instruments, woodenware, trade signs, 
costumes, cigar store Indians and a complete Mastodon ex­ 
cavated a short distance from the Museum. 
Smith’s Clove Museum which opens it 18th season on April 
15 is located on Route 17, four miles west of Exit 16 on the New

In making their surv ey , the 
League ladies were armed with 
a field surv ey report which de­ 
tailed ev ery nook and cranny 
of buildings inv estigated from 
log cabin to grand mansion. All 
original features such as fire­ 
places, window panes, molding, 
beams and hardware were duly 
recorded as well as information 
on owners, history and location. 
A Wealth of Facts 
While G e or g e Washington 
may not hav e slept at ev ery 
building included in the surv ey , 
a wealth of historic informa­ 
tion on day -to-day liv ing ami 
early building tastes ev olv ed.
